supporters  of  Separate  Schools)  ;  the  sum  or  rate  of  one  dollar  upon  the  owner  or 
harburer  of  every  dog,  and  the  sum  or  rate  of  two  dollars  upon  the  owner  or  har- 
borer  of  every  bitch  entered  upon  the  Assessment  Roll  of  the  Township  of  Raleigh, 
for  the  year  1869. 

II.  Tuat  if  the  above  sums  of  money  so  raised  and  collected  by  the  said  rates, 
shall  exceed  in  any  case  the  amount  so  required  for  the  said  purposes,  respectively, 
the  Treasurer  of  this  Corporation  shall  pass  such  excess  to  any  deficiency  that 
may  arise  to  any  or  either  of  the  purposes  mentioned  in  this  By-Law,  and  if  no

held  by  such  freeholder,  landholder,  or  occupier  of  lands  in  said  Township  of  Raleigh, 
and  such  landholder  shall  remove  all  such  obstructions  which  may  hereafter  exist. 

II.  In  ease  any  sueh  landholder  as  aforesaid,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  clear 
away  any  such  obstructions  in  any  stream  or  water  course,  and  to  erect  the  re- 
quired swing  gate  aforesaid,  on  any  Lands  bel<l  or  occupied  by  any  such  land 
ownen  in  said  Township  of  Raleigh,  it  slmll  be  lawful,  on  complaint  of  a  rate- 
payer to  tlie  Commissioner  of  said  Division,  for  the  Commissioners  of  the  several 
Rura!  Road  Divisions  of  said  Township,  to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed,  and  the 
required  swing  gate  to  be  constructed,  and  for  that  purpose  the  said  Commis  ioners 
shall  give  at  least  six  days  notice,  by  posting  up  written  notices  in  at  least  three 
public  places  in  their  Division,  specifying  what  worlc  is  to  be  let,  and  shall  let  the 
same  to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  said  Commissioners,  after  the  work  is  completed, 
shall  send  in  a  report  to  the  Township  Cleric,  stating  number  of  lot,  concession, 
and  name  of  the  holder  of  the  land  (if  known)  on  which  the  work  has  been  done, 
with  an  account  of  the  costs,  including  Commissioners'  fees,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Clerk  to  lay  all  such  reports  before  the  Council  at  their  ensuing 
meeting,  who,  on  being  satisfied  that  the  work  has  been  properly  performed,  shall 
order  the  several  accounts  to  be  paid  out  of  the  general  funds  of  the  Township.
